Vienna, April 3. 
O day arriv’d here Captain Gartner Count 
Stirum’s Adjutant, with an exact Ac- 
cotnt of the late Action between the 
Bavarians and the Imperialifts, in which 
the Prince of Anfpach was kill’d. The 
Bavarians, to the number of 15500 Men, being ad- 
vanc’'d within 5 Leagues of Ratisbon, took Poft on 
an Eminence on the fide of the River Vilz, over 
againft the Place where General Stirum lay with 
go0o Men. Both fides began with cannonading each 
other. The Bavarians pafs’d the River thrice to at- 
tack the Imperialifts in their Camp, but were vigo- 
roufly repuls’d with great Lofs,efpecially of theirHorfe, 
which was expos’d to the Imperial Artillery. It was 
in this Action that the Prince of Anfpach was unfor- 
tunately kill’d with about 30 Soldiers. Of the Enemy 
200 were kill’d. 200 Huffars who had before deferted 
to the Bavarians, took this Occafion to come over 
agen to the Imperialifts. The Elector of Bavaria’s 
Calefh was taken by fome Huffars who pafs’d the 
River, but was fent back to him agen by Count Sti- 
rum. 
From the Paris Gazette a la main, April 6. 
Letters from Rome, tell us, that the King of Spain 
has conferr’'d on the Duke of Lanti, the Inveftiture 
of the Marquifate del Vafto in the Kingdom of Na- 
ples: in recompence for the Lofs he fuftain’d by 
having his Eftate confifcated during the Wars between 
France and Spain ; when he put himfelf under the 
Protection of the King of France, who honour’d him 
with the Order of Knighthood of the Holy Ghoft. 
They write fromour Army in Italy, thar the Ger- 
mans have but 10 or 12000 Foot, and 4000 Horfe in 
that Country, and that they have receiv’d no more 
than 2000 Recruits. On the 2d of this Month the 
Duke de Vendofme was to be at Cafalmaggiore to 
confer with the Prince de Vaudemont, touching fome 
Enterprize which he propofes to execute this enfuing 
Campaign. That General has receiv’d Advice, that 
the Duke of Savoy has order’d his Troops to march 
immediately to joyn our Army in Italy: They are 
in Number 10000 Men, well arm’d and difciplin’d. 
They talk at Court that we fhall foon hear of Action 
in Italy, the Soldiers having receiv’dnew Arms, and 
new Cloaths, and all the Pay that was due to them. 
The Duke of Burgundy will fet out for Flanders 
on the 8th of May. 
From the Paris Gazette, dated April 7. 
Madrid, March 15. On the 7th the King and 
Queen went to the Church of our Lady of Atocha, 
and in the Evening appear’d in the Walks at Buen- 
retiro. The Levies of the new Regiments and Re- 
cruits are carried on with Succefs, and are fent from 
time to time to the Quarters appointed them. 200000 
Crowns are remitted to Cadiz to pay the Troops gar- 
rifon’d there, and for finifhing the new Works of For- 
ufication. Don Crifpin Gonzalez Botello, formerly 
Secretary of State, died fome Days ago, at the Age 
of 90 Years, 
Naples, March 6. Ingeniers are fene to Caftel- 


lamare to fortify that Poft as alfo Baya and others, 
Some Companies of French are arriv’d from Provence 
at Pozzuolo. The Duke de Caftiglione General of 
the Horfe, is going into Apulia to take a Review of 
the Cavalry that is quarter’d in that Province. The 
Duke de Popoli is commanded to take a View of 
Manfredonia, and order Forts to be built there, to 
which end 80000 Fafcines are directed to be fent 
thither. 

Rome, March 13. Within a few Days a Couricr 
was difpatch’d to Vienna, to carry His Holynefs’s 
Orders to the Nuncio refiding there, to complain of 
the Proceedings of the Emperor's Officcrs in Italy, 
who {eiz’d a ceriain Quantity of Corn bought by 
private Perfons in the Bolognefe, and threw it into 
the Water, fuppofing it was bought up for the Army 
of the Allies. We have Advice that a French Bark 
laden with Corn, which was taken by a Privateer 
bearing the Emperor's Arms and carry’d into Civita 
Vecchia, where both were taken in Arreft, is reftor'd 
to the Mafter. The Legate of Urbino has fent In- 
telligence that 4 French Barks are arriv’d at Siniga- 
glia, who are going in the Gulph of Venice to cruize 
on the Convoys that may be fent with Provifions for 
the Imperial Army. 

Venice, March 24. The Fortifications of the Ca- 
ftle of Chioggia which were very much decay’d are 

rfectly repair’d, fome Forts and other Works are 

gun, near the Caftle of Lido, and at Malamocco, 
to put thofe 2 Ports into a better State of Defence, 
The 3 Procurators of St. Mark, have chofen Keeper 
of the publick Library, Doctor Madarau a Grecian 
by Birth, a Man highly efteem’d for Learning. The 
Son of Duke Gaetano Prince of Caferta, is arriv’d 
from Vienna in this City. 

Strasburg, March 28. The Swifs Cantons affem- 
bled at Arau are gone home, without coming toa 
Refolution to raife 6000 Men, which they were 


prefs’d to do by the Envoys of England and Holland. 


They write from the Hague, That the States Ge- 
neral have authoriz’d the Admiralties of Holland and 
Weft-Frifeland, to reftore to their own Subjects, and 
thofe of the Allies, as alfo thofe of the Princes and 
Potentates that are Neuters in the prefent War, and 
alfo to the Factors of the Dutch Merchants in Spain, 
all the Merchandizes and Effects taken at Port Sr. 
Mary, and tranfported thence to Holland, Provided 
thofe that claim, make equitable Proof of their 
Right to the faid Goods. 


Hull, April 11. Yefterday in the Afternoon fail’d 
about 200 light Ships to the Northward under 
Scotch Convoy ; and this Morning two fmall Ships 
from Gottenbourg came in here again, who report, 
that they were feparated by ftrefs of Weather from 
the Fleer, and fince we have no account of them. 
And this day the Woolf Sloop of Grimby fail’d as 
Convoy, with about 25 Ships laden with Corn to 
Yarmouth ; fo that now our Harbour is clear of all 
Ships. 

Tarmouth, April 12. Yefterday and this day, about 
12 Merchant Ships arriv’d here from Holland, who 

report, 
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report, that they were in company with about 76 
Sail bound for England, under Convoy of the Ad- 
venture and Salisbury Men of War, who about 7 
Leagues in the opening of the King’s Channel, met 
with 4 French Ships of Pointi’s Squadron of 40, 50 
and 60 Guns, as alfo 3 French Privateers from 10 
to 20 Guns, who tcok fome Ships; in the Engage- 
ment a French Man of War coming up with an En- 
glith Trantport Ship of 36 Guns,the Tranfport ftruck 
iunmediately to him, withouc making any refiftance. 
In the mean time thefe Ships abovementioned made 
their efcape and left the 2 Men of War, who were 
then hotly engag’d with the French. 

Briftol, April 12. This Day arrived here the Le- 
vant Galley of London .Captain Mathew Thomas 
from Leghorne, who brought in here a French Tar- 
tana which he took in his Paffage home, at the fame 
time came in the — and Ann Captain John Mel- 
comb Comander from Leghorne, who reports that 
he made his Paffage hither in 3 Weeks , but neither 
of them bring any News. 

Deale, April 13. Yefterday Rear Admiral Beau- 
mont in the Mary, fayled out of the Downs to 
cruize before Dunkirk, with Her Majefties Ships the 
Weymouth, Affiftance, Rochetter, Chattam, Mary- 
Galley, Charles-Galley, Winchelly, and Dunkirk 
under his Command. At the fame time fayled Her 
Majefties Ship the Bonaventure cto the Weftward, 
Jeaving in the Downs Her Majefties Ships the Royal 
Soveraign on Board of which is Sir George Rook, 
Affociation Rear Admiral! Dilks, Brittania, Triumph, 
Sct. Michael, Berwick, Reftoration, Shrewsbury, 
Lancafter, Dorferthire, Burlingron, Orford, New- 
caftle, Severn, Coventry, Woolwich, Guernfy, Mil- 
ford, and Swan, as alfo the Bafelisk, Frederick, and 
Mortar Bombfhips, 3 Hofpital Ships and all the out- 
ward bound. 

Harwich, April 13. On Sonday laft in the Fore- 
noon Sr. Cloufly Shovel with 15 Men of War came 
to an Anchor at the Gunfleet, and fayled this 
Morning to the Downes; at the fame time arrived 
here the Catharine Yachr with the Earl of Winchel- 
fea on Board, the Captain of which reports that there 
were 7o Sayl of Merchant Ships coming hither from 
Holland under Convoy of two Men of War, who 
were met by 7 Men of War of Ponty’s Squadron, 
which attack’d and took feveral of the Merchant 
Ships, the Catherine Yacht left the 2 Convoys en- 
gag'd avith the French. OnSunday Night a Rot- 
tetdam Hoy was taken by a French Privateer of 22 
Guns off of Orfordnefs laden with Linnen Cloath , 
but the Mafter and Men made their Efcape in the 
Boats hither. 


London, April 14. There were 6 of the Queen’s 
Yachts in the Fleet above mention’d from Rotterdam, 
all which are come in fafe. Befides the Earl of 
Winchelfea, there came over in thofe Yachts, The 
Countefs of Powis, My Lord Paget, The Envoy of 
the King of Poland, and the Envoy of the Grear 
Unke of Tufcany. 

This Fleet, 4 Hours before they came up with 
Pointi’s Squadron, met with the Tranfport Ships 
from Harwich failing for Holland, having Lieutrenart 
Genera! Churchil’s Regiment and other Land Forces 
on Board, as alfo Recruits, and Cloathing for the 
Englith Forces in Flanders, under Convoy of 3 Men 
of War; who are doubriefs fafely arriv’d in Holland. 

’Tis faid an Exprefs this Morning brought advice, 
That one of the Rorerdam Convoys is come to the 
Buoy of the Nore, and with her fome more of the
